Unemployment For 
August Reasonably 
Good 

During the month of August the 
general employment situation in 
the area was reasonably good, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Terry Robertson, 
manager of the National Employ¬ 
ment Service at Blairmore, Alta. 

Recent heavy rains and snow 
have had a detrimental effect on 
the lumbering industry which re¬ 
sulted in some loss of time to wood¬ 
workers due to layoffs. However, 
despite unseasonable weather op¬ 
erators state the production and 
sale of lumber has been good. 

Operating coal mines in the 
area have been very busy result¬ 
ing in a happy situation where we 
have no unemployed mine workers. 

The decision of Phillips Electric 
Co. of Brockville to establish a $1,- 
500,000 plant at Coleman for the 
manufacture of communication ca¬ 
ble has been most encouraging 
news. The additional employment 
and annual payroll will certainly 
add to the prosperity of the Crows 
Nest Pass. 

The number of skilled workers 
in the area is limited although 
there are a number of older male 
and female workers seeking part- 
time or full-time employment. 

Activity in the service field has 
been only moderate due to a lack 
of tourist trade. 

Mr. Robertson stated an analysis 
of the unemployed in the area in¬ 
dicated approximately 35 per cent 
more people were employed than 
in the same period in 1963. 

Councillor J 
To Run In 
Mayoralty Race 

Resignation of Deputy Mayor J. 
Holyk of Coleman, has been re¬ 
ceived by the town secretary, ef¬ 
fective September 12. 

A councillor for the past two 
years, Mr. Holyk will enter his 
name for the contest for the may¬ 
or’s seat in the forthcoming elect¬ 
ions. Mr. Holyk had still one year 
of his term as councillor yet to 
serve.

An unexpected decision by Cal¬ 
gary Canadians, which was follow¬ 
ed by other northern teams, has 
left the Big Six Hockey League di¬ 
vided with chances that only four 
teams will be left. 

The Canadians, through manag¬ 
er Scotty Kaye, refused to agree 
to a schedule which would have 
them travel to rinks in south Al¬ 
berta, during the league’s annual 
meeting held in Lethbridge over 
the week-end. 

Reason for the decision was ex¬ 
penses and the other northern rep¬ 
resentatives, one each from Cal¬ 
gary, Strathmore and Okotoks, 
went along with the Canadians. 

Syd Hall, manager of the Leth¬ 
bridge Sugar Kings, said he agreed 
to subsidize trips to Lethbridge 
by giving the northern teams 60 
cents a mile. All but the Cana¬ 
dians went along with the plan. 

It is not known whether the north 
squads plan to form their own 
league, but Taber, Medicine Hat, 
Lethbridge and Coleman decided 
to go ahead with tihek own plans, 
excluding the north. 


The four squads will form a sou¬ 
thern league, still under the Big 
Six label, but on an independent 

basis. 

They will hold their own play¬ 
offs following a 24-game schedule 
which is tentatively slated to start 
November 4. 

The four team managers will 
form a board of dkectors with a 
chairman to be named later. 

Coleman Legionaires are a new 
entry in the one-time seven-team 
loop. Each club will play 12 home 
games. 

Since the Coleman team, which 
is now associated with Fernie, 
have entered the Big Six League 
all home games will be double- 
headers with one game to be 
played at Coleman on Saturdays 
and the second at Fernie on the 
Sundays. 

Coaching the Legionaires will be 
Rev. Denis Fleming and Dick Ko- 
entges, who have great plans for 
the new blood that is being in¬ 
jected into the Coleman line-ups 
this season.

AflKHint of louts: Depending upon individual circumstances and financial need, loans up to 
$1,000 a year may be made, with a maximum of $5,000 during a student’s 
academic career. The Provincial Authority receiving applications and deter¬ 
mining eligibility will issue a certificate to each eligible student stating the 
maximum amount the student may borrow. This Certificate of Eligibility 
is required before a student can arrange a Government Guaranteed Student 
Loan with the bank of his choice. 

Repayment! Interest-Free and Delayed Repayment Period 

To assist students, the interest on loans during the period a student continue! 
fall-time studies, and for six months thereafter, will be paid by the Government 
of Canada. During this same period no repayment of principal is required, nor 
will any service charge or fee be payable by the student 

Method of Repayment 

Borrowers will begin to pay interest and to repay loans six months after they 
cease to be full-time students. The current interest rate to students is $%% 
per annum. Normally the repayment period will be five to ten years. Borrowers 
have the right to repay loans in part or in full at any time without penalty. 

Life Insured 

In the event of the death of a borrower responsibility for repayment of the 
loans will be assumed by the Government of Canada.

Owner should inspect 
House for faults 

When you move into a new house 
do not expect everything to be 
perfect. 

The new house is something 
like a new car—it needs adjust¬ 
ments and breaking-in. Some¬ 
times it is hard to define where 
the builder’s responsibility ends 
and the owner’s begins, but the 
simplest rule is that the mainten¬ 
ance of the house is the owner’s 
job. 

In effect, he’s the janitor of his 
own house. It’s the builder’s job 
to correct anything wrong arising 
out of poor workmanship or faulty 
material. Most builders are anx¬ 
ious to co-operate if you don’t im¬ 
pose on them. 

Builders have naturally built up 
resistance to owners who expect 
free repairs, but if an owner has 
a legitimate complaint he should 
let his builder know about it and 
the sooner the better. 

The owner should be patient, 
though, keeping in mind that the 
builder is the manager of the job 
and has to rely on specialists. It 
takes a little time to get the right 
man and the right material. 

Scheduling little repair jobs is 
not easy, and here’s a useful tip- 
put your complaint in writing. 

Your builder is a busy man and 
may be called away on something 
urgent before he gets a chance to 
make a note of your telephone 
call. 

"Scooters" Do Carry 
Insurance 

Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, announced recently that 
there appears to be a large num¬ 
ber of owners of motor vehicles, 
motorcycles and scooters, who 
have not taken out public liability 
and property damage insurance on 
their vehicles nor purchased a 
green certificate. 

He pointed out that it is an of¬ 
fence to operate without either the 
pink card showing that the vehicle 
is covered with public liability and 
property damage insurance or 
with the green certificate which 
carries no insurance coverage but 
that authorizes the vehicle to be 
on the road. “Scooters” are ve¬ 
hicles under the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act, and fathers 
of sons who operate these should 
make sure that the vehicle is cov¬ 
ered with public liability and prop¬ 
erty damage insurance. 

A number of prosecutions have 
already taken place in the prov¬ 
ince and the Minister of High¬ 
ways reminds all owners of ve¬ 
hicles that it is most unwise to op¬ 
erate a vehicle without a public 
liability and property damage in¬ 
surance policy, and that it is an 
offence punishable by a fine to 
operate without either the pink 
card or the green certificate.

SYNOPSIS OF A BY-LAW No. 335 of the Town of 
Coleman, Alberta, being a By-law authorizing the 
Municipal Council to incur an Indebtedness on behalf 
of the said Town for the purpose of providing a 
Sewerage System for the said Town. 

The Recitals to the By-law state: 

(1) That according to plans, specifications and estimates 
made by the firm of Underwood, McLellan & Associ¬ 
ates Ltd. Consulting Engineers, the total cost will be 
$260,000.00. 

(2) That it will be necessary to borrow, on the credit of 
the Town, the sum of $260,000.00 by issuing debent¬ 
ures to be repaid over a period of Twenty-five Years 
in annual or semi-annual installments with interest 
not exceeding 7 % per annum. 

(3) That the rateable property of the Town according to 
the last revised Assessment Roll is $1,180,740.00, 
and that there is a Gas Debenture Debt of $233,000. 

(4) That Notice of Intention, pursuant to the Town and 
Village Act as outlined in Schedule "A" and forming 
part of this By-law, showing locations of the proposed 
Sewerage System, costs of Owners' portion, assess¬ 
able amount per year and rate per foot, and duly pub¬ 
lished under date of September 16, 1964, and no 
signed petition against the Local Improvement was 
received. 

(5) That the construction of the proposed Sewerage Sys¬ 
tem has been approved by the Provincial Board of 
Health under Certificate No. P3351. 

The By-law itself authorizes and empowers: 

The Municipal Council to borrow on the credit of the 
Town the sum of $260,000.00 by way of Debentures 
at a rate of interest not to exceed 7 % per year, repay¬ 
able in Twenty-five (25) equal annual installments of 
principal and interest. 

It authorizes the Council to enter into such contracts as 
may be necessary for the construction and carrying 
out of the proposed Sewerage System; and authorizes 
the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer under the Corpor¬ 
ate Seal of the Town to sign the necessary debentures. 

It authorizes the raising annually by a rate sufficient 
therefore on all rateable property of the Town, an 
amount necessary to pay the Town's portion of the 
Debentures and interest which fall due each year 
during the currency of the Debentures after crediting 
the net revenues from the System. The By-law im¬ 
poses annually a Special Assessment during the cur¬ 
rency of the [Debentures, to pay the Owners' portion 
of the cost, on all lands fronting or abutting on that 
portion of streets or places wherein said Sewerage 
System is laid or benefiting therefrom, and at the 
unit rate as shown on Schedule "A" referred to pre¬ 
viously namely Thirty-six (36c) cents per foot, in ad¬ 
dition to all other rates and taxes. 

The By-law provides that the indebtedness is incurred on 
the credit and security of the Town at large, but as to 
so much thereof as is not to be paid by the Town at 
large, the Town is to collect same only by way of 
Special Assessment as aforesaid.
